It was an honor b oth to Neb raska and to 
Dean W. V. Lamb ert of the Neb raska University 
College of Agriculture that he was named this 
week to b e one of a party of 11 American farm 
experts to represent the United States on a forth­ 
coming tour of Russia’s farm districts. 
The exchange b etween the two nations grew 
out of an invitation extended b y lowans en- 
c^raging Russian agriculturists to come to the 
l^dwest where perhaps they could find answers 
t# Russia’s trying prob lem of inadequate food 
production. The least the lowans had to offer 
was neighb orliness and a -self-confidence b uilt 
from a long record of advanced, effective farm- 
jog that laughed at any apprehensions from 
showing the results to a rival nation. Russia’s 
acceptance was accompanied b y a friendly in­ 
vitation to American agriculture to “pay us a 
return call,’’ 


Dean Lamb ert is an excellent selection and 
the stature of the University of Neb raska “w as 
extended b y national recognition as a school 
well fitted to provide one of the nation’s select 
eleven experts. Indeed Neb raska is an unusual 
agricultural state and b y its character it has de­ 
veloped an extraordinary agricultural educa­ 
tional service. 
It is one that must serve di­ 
versity in climate, altitude and products. It has 
a b ooming cattle industry. It has dry land and 
irrigated farming. 
It has eastern and south­ 
eastern Neb raska where 30 inches of annnual 
rainfall is the rule rather than the exception. It 
has crops and practices in a variety that is not 
duplicated in other states, • 
There will b e little in Russia however varied 
that will not remind Dean Lamb ert of some 
part of Neb raska and call to his mind the pre­

Of Men And Things

*There Is a curious b it of scuttleb utt making 
tb e rounds in some rural Neb raska communities 
in advance of the wheat referendum on quotas 
for the 1956 crop. Whether there is any real 
b asis for the rumors is not clear. But it is said 
ift.some quarters that wheat growers are b eing 
urged to reject the quotas imposed upon them 
b y the Benson program in order to throw the 
whole issue of the farm program b ack into the 
lifps of the memb ers of Congress. 


★ 
The reasoning runs something like this. 
If 
in the vital referendum set for next Saturday 
the quotas estab lished b y Secretary Benson and 
hià associates are rejected, then the present law 
stipulates that the price support for wheat shall 
b e b ased at 50 per cent of parity. To say the 
least, that would send chills 
up and down the spines of the 
memb ers 
of 
C o n gr e s s , 
whether 
the political 
lab el 
they wear is Repub lican or 
Democrat. 
They well know that in farm dis­ 
tricts, particularly in the farm districts of the 
b ig wheat-producing states of the Midwest, in­ 
cluding Neb raska, Kansas, the Dakotas, Colo­ 
rado, Montana, Oklahoma and Texas, they will 
b e flirting with defeat if it develops that re­ 
jection of the quotas estab lished b y the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture results in a 50 per cent 
support price. 
When they vote next Saturday, 
the wheat farm er has no choice. There is no 
alternative open to him except to approve the 
numb er of acres he may plant, determined b y 
S ^retary Benson and his staff. It comes pretty 
cl(ke to b eing that or nothing. 
And while the 
wheat farmer may b e a “hayseed” in the eyes 
of some of those who are telling him what he 
can or cannot do, the wheat farmer still knows 
the score. He knows that he does not have a 
choice. He can either take the program forced 
upon him b y Secretary Benson b y Benson’s cru­ 
sade against surpluses, or he can leave it alone. 


★ 
It Is an Important election next Saturday. 
There are an approximate 40,000 wheat growers 
in Neb raska, or one out of every two now de­ 
riving a livelihood on the land produce some 
wheat in varying amounts.

grower with 
a much larger allotment still is 
nb t happy with the quota assigned to him. The 
small wheat grower, with only a few permis­ 
sib le acres to plant, is still even more unhappy 


★ 
.it may b e unfair to Secretary Benson b ut in 
some agricultural areas, we are told, the feel­ 
ing is growing that he is out to knock out the 
farm program 
It is a b it difficult to b elieve 
that the cab inet spokesman for the farm peo- 
pje in this country would do away with the 
program which has b rought 
farm prosperity over a 20-year 
period. It is not a question, 
however, of eliminating legis­ 
lation for a farm program. 
V^enever that program b ecomes unworkab le, 
tb i?n the farm program is as dead as if Secre­ 
ta ry Benson had succeeded in selling Congress 


Oft the idea of tossing the legislation estab lishing 
if « completely out the window. 
In a practical 
sdhse, it is dead. Now, just ahead of this wheat 
referendum, there are those unkind enough to 
suggest that if Mr. Benson is going to give the 
wljeat grower no choice except to approve the 
pattern estab lished b y him, the wheat grower 
may decide that Mr. Benson should explain it 
all to Congress. 
Speaking politically, Congress 
jsi’reputed to know on which side its b read is 
b i/ttercd. 


\Thexe was good news as the wheat harvest 
under way in Neb raska. Fields were doing 
b ^ ter than had b een anticipated. There was the 
pOHilb tltty that drought earlier would turn out to 
b ft not as destructive as had b een anticipated.

one of the major responsib ilities of the chain 
of reservoirs he noted that they had also paid 
priceless dividends during the recent drought 
years as well. He said that 75 per cent of the 
river flow at Kansas City late in 1953 was stored 
water from upstream dams. 
“If it were not for Ft. Peck reservoir naviga­ 
tion on the Mississippi to and ab ove St. Louis 
would have b een suspended in late Septemb er of 
that year,” he declared. 
The nine year old b asin program, though still 
uncompleted, was further calculated b y John­ 
son to have saved $264,640,000 in damage in the 
3951 Missouri flood—a saving that would have 
b een sub stantially greater had protective in­ 
stallations b een farther along. 
Johnson did not dwell on other great services 
of the Basin development. But he could have 
gone to convincing length on the reclamation of 
crop land in the Dakotas that will come with the 
development of Basin irrigation. 
And he could 
have said much 
for the ab undant supplies of 
low cost electric power ready to flow into Ne­ 
b raska, where it is needed for irrigation de­ 
velopment, b ut where it is b eing delayed b y con­ 
gressional reluctance to finance transmission 
facilities and b y the administration’s failure 
to envision the great b enefits, and, therefore, 
its refusal to provide the insistent leadership 
needed to expedite the full fruiting of the pro­ 
gram. 


What Replacement? 


Reminisceint of the closeness of the fight over 
the earlier Kerr b ill to exempt the natural gas in­ 
dustry from federal regulation, one notes the 
16-to-15 vote b y a House committee in favor of 
non-regulation as expressed in the current re­ 
vival of the question. 
During the Tniman administration the Senate 
voted 44 to 38 in favor of the Kerr b ill and it 
took a presidential veto to prevent it from b e­ 
coming a law. 
There is an interesting connotation In the dis­ 
favor of the principle of utilities regulation b y 
recent Congresses. The nation long ago agreed 
^ a t it was in the pub lic interest to apply rate 
controls and constructive regulation to utilities 
doing interstate b usiness, of course with pro- 
tectives to the regulated group in the form of 
earning guarantees. 
It seemed to b e a settled 
policy and a reasonab ly successful one. 
It is hard for the average citizen to detect a 
valid difference b etween regulating interstate 
gas pipeline operations and regulating interstate 
electric utilities, railroads, and telephone serv­ 
ice. 
Nevertheless the attitude of the Congress 
indicates there is one. 
' 
But perhaps the pipeline question signifies a 
turning away from the general principle of 
utility regulation. 
If that is the case, then the 
pub lic has a right to ask, if regulation was 
adopted to improve ab uses in the conduct of in­ 
terstate utilities, what formula does Congress 
have of sufficient improvement to warrant the 
termination of regulation?

Johnson Zeroing In 


On Sen. McCarthy 


WASHINGTON — Senate Major­ 
ity Leader Lyndon Johnson made 
an impulsive and angry decision 
on the floor of the Senate late Mon­ 
day night. It was to give Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy enough rope to hang himself 
on the foreign policy issue. 
Tuesday afternoon, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee b e­ 
gan paying out the rope. It held a 
formal hearing on Sen. Mf.Carthy’s 
resolution expressing the sense of 
the Senate that the Big-Foar meet­ 
ing at the summit should discuss 
the “disposition of the nations of 
Eastern Europe and Asia now un­ 
der Communist control ” 
Johnson had already touched all 
his committee b ases. All the Dem­ 
ocratic majority, in person or b y 
p» -oxy, is expected to vote solidly 
against the proposed invas.on of the 
President’s power to c-mduct the 
foreign policy of the United States, 
The President has already said 
that at Geneva he hopes to create 
climates for peace 
rather 
than 
conduct crucial negotiations. This 
view was reiterated b efore the com­ 
mittee b y acting Secretary of State 
Herb ert Hoover Jr. 
it "Ct 
The Johnson schedule puts the\ 
resolution b efore the Senate as soon - 
as possib le. There he will demand a 
roll call vote to show who stands 
with McCarthy and who with the 
policy shaped b y President in close 
co-operation with Democrat Walter 
George, chairman of Senate For­ 
eign Relations. 
To stress that this represents an 
i.ssue of his leadership; Johnson 
made an unusual personal appear­ 
ance b efore the committee Tues­ 
day to explain his plans. He grimly 


promised McCarthy a vote and he 
seems entirely confident that he 
is in the driver’s seat. 
By their questions. Repub lican 
senators, including Mino’-ity Leader 
William Knowland, indicated sup­ 
port of the President. Many of 
them are uneasy for the President 
has made a 180-degree turn in tra­ 
ditional GOP policy b ut they need 
him too much to risk an open 
quarrel now. 
If Sen. McCarthy knew or cared 
that he was the ob ject of a consid­ 
ered move to cut him down to size, 
he gave no sign. Unusually sleek 
and shaven, he was after all enjoy­ 
ing the b enzedrine of pub licity so 
completely denied him of late. True 
the committee crowded reporters 
and spectators—there could b e only 
a few—into their small room. But 
the cameras and the foodlights 
were focused upon McCarthy to his 
vast enjoyment.
